Congressman Springer is still tarrying at 
Washington hunting for offices for his con- 
stituents and making sage remarks for the 
benefit of thereporters. The latest.of them is: 

The depleted condition of ghe gold balance is 
easily explained. an ta fact thet 
$50,000,000 worth of consuméble commodities 
came into this country more than went out, and 
we must pay the erence. 

If Mr. Springer is Chairman of the Ways 
and Means committee of the Congress which 
President Cieveland will call together in 
September his voice will be heard in loud de- 
fense of # tariff bill prepared for him by the 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury, 
which will reduce the customs duties with the 
confident hope that imrortations will be much 
increased thereby. The persops who got up 
the tariff bill for the New York Reform club 
estimate that, with an average ed valorem 
duty of 25 per cent on articles now dutiable 
and to be left so, the value of the imports for 
1894 will be $145,000,000 greater than for 1892. 
If the increase in value of imvorts,now dutia- | 
ble but which are to be made free, such as 
wool, is added, the total will be nen 
about $200,000,000. 

Mr. Springer may put the probable increase 
in imports a little higher or a little lower, but

THE BELGIAN CRISIS PASSED. 
It is evident that the Belgian crisis, so far 


is concerned, has passed the danger point 
‘that the foar of civil war no longer need 
entertained. Yielding to -popular pressure 
the Chamber, by the emphatic vote of 119 to 
12, adopted the suffrage amendment to the 
Constitution, with.a provision for plural voting 
by the property-owners according to the ex- 
tent and location of their holdings, In view 
of this sudden change in the situation the pop- 
ular excitement already has begun to abate, 
and the labor leaders have advised the aban- 
donment of the general strike. Thus a revo- 
lution has been narrowly averted. 

The action of the Chamber, which undoubt- 
edly will be confirmed promptly by the Sen- 
ate, will make a radical change in the electoral 
situation. In the local government the peo- 
ple have had considerable representation. 
Under the law the provincial and communal 
electors must be 21 years of age and pay direct 
taxes of 20 francs for the provinces and 10 for 
the comménes, the only exception to this 
being a certain amount of education or the 
holding of particular positions. In 1890 there 
were 408,092 provincial and 534,421 communal 
electors in a total population of 6,147,041, In 
the general elections, however, the case is dif- 
ferent. The Deputies of the Chamber, as well 
as the Senators, are chosen by citizens 21 
years of age paying direct taxes to the annual 
| amount of 40 francs. Under this qualification, 
according to the “Statesman’s Year Buok,”’ the 
electoral lists in the year 1889-’90 contained 
the names of 133,089 electors, the right of suf- 
frage being with 21.83 im every thousand of 
the population. Under the new law when it 
goes into effect nearly all these electors will 
have three votes each, and 1,000,000 new voters 
will be added, alarge numberof whom will 


thérefore will be in the hands of about one- 
fifth of the population, and the number of 
votes cast will be about 2,000,000. 3 

The hope of the people of Belginny lies in 
the fact that the last obstacle in the way of 
universal suffrage seems to have been over- 
come. The King, who is liberal mm his views, 
never has been muchaverse to it.

Several parsons are hunting for the position 
of Street Superintendent under Mayor Harri- 
son. Most of those mentioned seem to have 
Aldermen for their sponsors. That is rather 
against them. If Aldermanic influence se- 
| eures for a man a place where. there are 
number of laborers to be employed, and 4 
great deal of money to be expended, it 1s nat- 
ural that Aldermanic influence should exert 
iteelf powerfully and injoriously in the man 
agement of the office. The legislative and ex- 
ecutive departments of the city should not be 
too closely allied. |

free gold in the Treasury be exhausted he 
will tedeem ia silver the outstanding Treas- 
ury notes. which have been issued under the 
Sherman act of July 14, 1890. Of course, xf 
those potes are to be redeemed in silver it 
will be in silver dollars, since the edministra- 
tion is not authorized to sell the silver in the 
Treasury vaults on the same terms that it was 
purchased— namely: at its bullion value. So, 
if the report be correct, the government will 
insist on its right to redeem those notes with 
less than two-thirds the quantity of silver it 
received for them, retaining nearly 86 per 
cent of each actual dollar’s worth of the metal 
in the shape of seigniorage and profit, 

Of course, under such conditions the Treas- 
ury notes will not be presented for redemp- 
tion. They become no better than the notes 
which certify that a stated number of silver 
dollars have been deposited in the Treasury, 
and will be paid on demand to the holder of 
the note. For actual use both kinds of 
notes will be preferred to the silver dollars, 
and the latter will be allowed to lie in the 
Treasury as now. But it would sedm that the 
enforcement of the policy named cannot be 
earried out without a radical change in opin- 
ion as to the value of the Treasury notes, for 
during the last four months they have been 
presented for redemption in gold faster 
than issued against silver purchases. About 
$11 in Treasury notes have been so 
presented and redeemed for | | 
of new notes issued, This means that the 
government has been buying with gold all 
the silver it has purchased since the close of 
last November and has paid out 10 per cent 
additional in redeeming ‘'reasury notes pre- 
viously issued. It stands to reason this is a 
process that could not be continued forever 
any more than a swindling“ in -estment ” 
company can keep on redeeming its promises 
tu pay. It has got to be stopped some time, 
either by ceasing to buy silver or ceasing to 
pay for it with gold, which is what the pres- 
ent arrangement amounts to.
